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PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING ANNUAL REPORT 


1948 


1949! Radio Commentators predict “‘no depression, 
a prosperous business year with production high in mili- 
tary supplies’. What does this mean to us who are con- 
cerned with the Health of the Nation? 

In the opinion of your public Health Nurse, and this 
opinion is shared by all of the leading health organiza- 
tions, International, National and State, it means more 
careful study of our community health needs. This, in turn, 
means more participation by members of Local Health 
Councils and more interest by individual townspeople. 
As you know, one Public Health Nurse, working alone, 
cannot hope to carry out a satisfactory health program. 
In brief, we need to plan together, work together and 
succeed together.

I hereby submit the following report on the condi 
tions of your schools for the fiscal year 1948-1949. 


Common Schools 


~ 


The teaching staff is as follows: 7-8 grades, Mrs. 
Erskine; 5-6 grades, Miss Moulton; 3-4 grades, Mrs. 
Wood; 1-2 grades, Mrs. Braley; Primary, Mrs. Reynolds, 
Woods School, Mrs. Nickless. 

This year for the first time the sub-primary has been 
placed by itself under the leadership of Mrs. Reynolds. 
This has been a great improvement in handling this group 
of beginners especially in making the desirable social 
adjustments so important to any child at the beginning of 
his school career. In the other grade rooms crowded con- 
ditions have lowered the eficiency of teaching somewhat. 
It is hoped that more favorable conditions may be avail- 
able next year and that the teachers may utilize their 
- abilities to better advantage. 


High School 


Prin. Mr. Littlefield, Asst. Mrs. McKechnie, Asst 
Mrs. Dunton, Home Ec. Miss Perkins, Agr. Mr. Bagley. 
The same high standards have been maintained this year 
as in the past. Anew course in Social Living was intro- 
duced this year for a group of upper classmen. A testing 
program is under way. This all adds up to better guidance 
procedure for the individual students.

Miss Perkins replaced Miss Bradstreet as teacher of 
Home Economics. She is doing a fine job with her teaching 
and has been very successful in handling the girls’ athlet- 
ic activities. 

Mr. Bagley is completing his third year as agricul- 
ture teacher. He is efficiently raising the standards of 
the course. He is coaching boys’ basketball and his team 
has had a very successful year. 


Veterans’ Training Course 


This Veterans-on-the-Farm Training course has been 
given here for the past two years. This course is supported 
under the G. I. training program. At present time there 
are 43 veterans enrolled. There is a 5-man teaching staff. 
This course has been of considerable financial gain to the 
taxpayers of the town. Some $1700 worth of equipment 
has been purchased for the school. The school has also 
benefited by some $1200 in the school fund this year. 


School Buildings

village schools are in reasonable good condition, further ‘ 
necessary repairs will be taken care of by the School Com- 
mittee.

After discussion of proposed repairs the committee 

- decided to buy its own materials and to do the work by 

day labor. Thus was accomplished for $5,050.00 what a 
contract job would have cost $7,000.00 or more. 

The Committee feels that the necessary major re- 
pairs have now been done on the two school buildings. 
Painting, repair of cellar wall - Grade Bldg., and other 
repairs should no doubt be the function of the School 
Committee. | 

~The Committee has held several meetings this fall to 
discuss long range planning for our school building needs. 
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Our superintendent pointed out that the following con- 
ditions exist as of the present survey: 


1. The elementary grades must have 1 more room 
in the fall of 1949. 


2. If the Woods school has to close, elementary 
grades need 2 more rooms in fall of 1949. 


3. By 1952 elementary grades will need 9 rooms. 


4. With present facilites, therefore, the high schocl 
will be reduced to 3 classrooms, 2 courses and no new tui- 
tion students by fall of 1949 if Woods school has to close; 
or by 1951 otherwise. 


5. The high school classrooms will be entirely 
taken over by the grade pupils by 1952. 


In figuring ways to cope with this situation the Com- 
mittee discussed the following possibilities. 


1. Adding another story onto the grade school 
building. | 


2. Three additional rooms on the back of Grade 
School Building. 


3. Making another room from the library and 
superintendent’s office in H. S. 
(Standard capacity about 15 students) | 


4. Two rooms and gym near H. S. 
5. Four rooms and gym near H.S8. 


6. Feasibility of utilizing proposed gym as class 
rooms. 


7. Building an 8 unit H. S. including gym for Unity 
students alone. | 
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8. Building a 10 unit H. S. including gym for Unity 
students plus tuition pupils. 


9. An area High School. 


Many of these suggestions were discarded as either 
not meeting State Dept. requirements or undesirable be- 
cause not adequate for a long enough period of time. 

In November the Unity Building Committee met with 
the Albion Building Committee to discuss an area high 
school. Sentiment of both committees then seemed quite 
favorable and tentative plans were made for each com- 
mittee to talk it over with its respective citizens. 

At our next building committee meeting the Supt. in- 
formed:-us that the Albion committee had later decided to 
drop area talk in favor of other plans for Albion alone and 
that if Unity wished to do anything now it must proceed - 
without them. 

| Therefore, -a joint School and Building Committee 
decided to hold a public meeting to discuss feasibility of 
Unitys taking care of its own building needs. Both com- 
mittees felt that in their own personal opinion a $100,000 
building program would give Unity plus tuition students 
avery adequate long range facilities. 

. The public meeting, with about 80 in attendance, 
at which this program was outlined brought forth some 
general discussion and various questions as to the advisa- 
bility of additions etc. 

There seemed to be considerable feeling that the 
|} town could not afford the $100,000 set up so at the next 
| joint committee meeting Mr. Harry Brown was instruct- 
ed to draw up a School District Bill for $60,000. It 
was estimated that this sum would build 4 rooms and a 
gym of new construction to be placed near enough to the 
H. S. to make use of its water and heating facilities. 

This district bill was submitted at a second public 
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meeting. After considerable discussion it was the opinion 
of the people present that this bill should not go before 
legislature, but instead the Town should work to get a 
Community School Project organized and started within 
the next 2 or 3 years. 

This Community Project, your .building committee 
feels, is the best long range solution for the town if it is 
not delayed too long; and the committee hopes all citizens 
will work with other interested towns to bring it to an 
actuality before we lose both vocational courses and cer- 
tainly before we loose our high school.

PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 
ANNUAL REPORT 
1949 


Greetings: 


Having participated in the Public Health Program 
for several years, as town officials and individuals, you 
are ali familiar with the Public Health Services available 
and their value to you and your community. Public Health 
_ means just that, Health for all within your jurisdiction. 

As the years go by we can see the results, in Health, 
by cooperation between your town and Public Health 
Nurse. Our babies are healthier and protected against 
communicable disease. Their physical defects, if any, are 
discovered and corrected earlier in life. Serious epidemics 
of communicable diseases are at a minimum. All this is 
possible by our close relationships and ability to work 
together for a common cause - Health. 

For your contribution to the Public Health Nursing 
Program in 1949, the town has received 36 days of ser- 
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vices, which to a clear-thinking person,must prove money 
well invested. 

One of our special projects, sponsored by the Local 
Health Council, is the Child Health Conferences. This 
service is available to all infants and preschool children 
not under the medical supervision of their family physi- 
cian. It is not intended to interfere with or replace the 
services of the family’s physician. . 

We had seven Child Health Conferences this year 
with a total attendance of 98. 88 physical exams were 
given; 11 children were vaccinated against smallpox; 12 
against whooping cough; 13 against diphtheria and 12 
against tetanus. 

Besides consultation services in the school program, 
as a special project, audiometer testing for hearing loss 
was done. Out of 153 children tested, four were found to 
have some hearing loss. Hard of hearing Clinic services: 
are available by consent of parents. 

In closing, I wish to express my appreciation of your 
support in health work in 1949, and ask that it continue 
thru many years to come.

To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
Unity: ) 


I hereby sumbit the following report on the condi- 
tions of your schools for the fiscal year 1949 - 1950. 


Common Schools 


: The teaching staff is as follows: 7-8 grades, Mrs. 
irskine, 6-7 grades, Mrs. Clement, 4-5 grades, Mrs Wood, 
2-3 grades, Mrs. Braley, 1st grade, Mrs. McDonald and 
Woods, Mrs. Libby. 

This fall the Sub-Primary was dropped from our 
grade set-up Children entering school in the lst grade 
must be 6 years of age on or before January 1. The results 
of this experiment have in my mind not been for the best 
interests of the beginning pupils concerned. It has not re- 
lieved crowded conditions as can be seen by looking at the 
grade enrollment for next year. If we can accept the fact 
-that the first years in school are the most important to the 
child then I would recommend that the Sub-Primary be 
put back and more emphasis placed on our lower grades. 


High School 


This year we have an entire new teaching staff. Prin. 
Mr. Erskine, Asst. Mr. Pierce, Asst. Miss Hammond, Home 
Economics Miss Waltz and Agriculture-Mr. Ingalls. Due 
to overcrowded classes and difficulty of arranging the 
daily program, we are now offering the bare essential 
courses necessary to maintain a Class A rating. 
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Industrial Arts 


Beginning with this fiscal year, the Home Economics 
will be placed under regular school maintenance and have 
the same status as a regular teaching position. There are 
25 girls enrolled in the Course, 17 are from Unity. 

The Agriculture Course has an enrollment of 23 boys, 
17 are from Unity. Both courses are efficiently run and 
are maintaining the same high standards of past years.

Febrvary 16, 1948 to February 18, 1949 


An audit has been completed of the financial accounts 
and transactions of the Town of Unity for the year ended 
February 18, 1949. 


CASH . . 
The cash balance of $502.46 at February 18, 1949, 
differed with the records of the Treasurer in the amount 
of $3.32. This difference has been set up as an account 
receivable due from the Treasurer. 

Expenditures were made by check from warrants 
authorized by the Selectmen. 

All receipts as issued by the Treasurer were ex- 
amined in detail and found correctly recorded in the 
Treasurer’s cash book. 


ACCOUNTS RECEIVABLE 

The accounts receivable totaled $122.88 at the year 
end, the detail of which is shown on Schedule A-1. Ail 
items appeared to be collectable. 


“TAXES RECEIVABLE 
; The 1948 tax commitment of $39,666.00 was added 
and found in agreement with the warrant of the Assessors. 
This commitment together with supplemental taxes of 
$312.12 made a total charge to the Collector of $39,978.12 
of this amount $36,839.74 was collected, $75.72 abated 
and $3,062.66 remained outstanding at the year end. 
Prior years’ taxes receivable amounting to $36.82 
are listed on Schedule A-11. 
Requests for verifications were mailed to a represen- 
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tative number of taxpayers whose accounts were unpaid 
at the close of the year. Any variations resulting from 
these verifications will be made available to the municipal 
officers at a later date. 


TAX LIENS 

It was ascertained that the Tax Collector had secured 
all unpaid 1947 taxes which had been assessed against 
real estate with tax liens. All recorded cash collections 
were traced to the credit of the individual accounts and 
all unredeemed tax liens on file were examined. 


TAX ACQUIRED PROPERTY 

Sale of one parcel of tax acquired property was made 
during the year. The detail of this account is listed on 
Schedule A-13. 


ACCOUNTS PAYABLE 

Accounts payable totaling $271.57 are listed on 
Schedule A-5. These items have all been charged to the 
proper accounts. 


NOTES PAYABLE 

During the year under examination a note of $2,500.00 
was issued for special repairs on the High School btilding. 
This loan was authorized under Article 3 at a special town 
meeting held April 30, 1948. 

The following notes which have not previously been 
included among the liabilities of the Town of Unity were 
found to be held by the Unity Branch of the Federal Trust —

The proceeds received from these notes were used to 
pay premiums on schoolhouse insurance for a period of 
five years. According to the town records, there does not 
appear to have been any vote of the town authorizing the 
issuance of these notes. 


RESERVE FOR AUTHORIZED EPENDITURES 

The reserve for authorized expenditures represents 
the unexpended balances of the appropriation accounts 
for educational purposes which have been carried forward 
to the ensuing year for expenditure. 


DEFICIT 

The deficit account represents the excess of liabilities 
and reserves over total assets. The deficit at the close of 
the year amounted to $611.78. 


TRUST FUNDS 

The time deposits, demand deposits and treasury 
bonds, representing the investmens of the Trust Funds 
were examined. It appeared that all income had been 
properly accounted for.

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The overlay of $1,057.67 was within the legal limit 
of 5% of the appropriations, plus state and county taxes. 

The 1948 excise tax receipts numbers 170 to 397 and 
476 to 500, and those for 1949, numbers 1 to 139, were 
verified by adding the copies of the receipts which were 
retained by the Collector. 

A review of the valuation records indicated the pos- 
sibility of strengthening the descriptions of properties. 

The school balances were verified with the Superin- 
tendent of Schools. 

Invoices and pay rolls covering one month’s expen- 
ditures were examined in detail with no exceptions being 
noted except in the invoices presented for payment by the 
School Department. These invoices were not approved by 
a majority of the School Committee as provided by Chap- 
ter 37, Section 78, Paragraph 2 of the Revised Statutes of 
1944. 

It was noted that all the excerpts from the previous 
year’s audit had not been printed in he Town Report as 
required by Chapter 80, Section 80 of the Revised Stat- 
utes as amended by Chapter 361, Public Laws of 1947. 

Overdrafts were noted in several appropriation ac- 
counts, the summary of which is shown on Exhibit D. The 
Attorney General has rendered an opinion on this point 
and it is included for the benefit of the municipal officers. 


“The municipal officers are bound by the 
terms of the articles in the warrant calling 
the meeting providing for the expenditure 
of money. The officers should not spend 
more than the taxpayers appropriated at 
town meeting, unless the statute expressly 
authorizes an expenditure in excess of the > 
appropriation.” 
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The provisions of Chapter 84, Section 81 of the Re- 
vised Statutes of 1944, however relate to expenditures of 
monies for highway purposes and permit overdrafts in 
cases of emergencies to the extent of 15% of the appro-

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PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING ANNUAL REPORT 
1950 


Greetings: 


In the ten years that it has been my privilege and 
pleasure to serve the community as its Public Health 
Nurse, much has been accomplished toward better health 
habits and protection of our children. We have ex- 
perienced one world war, a depression, high living costs, 
shortage of personnel and many other curtailments. Now 
we are faced with a possibility of all-out war, which will 
tax our efforts to the utmost. Plans for health programs 
will be made and carried out with everyone understand- 
ing that the plans may be disrupted if, in emergencies, 
nursing power is needed elsewhere. All-out cooperation 
between towns, state and government personnel is a must, 
if we hope to accomplish our purpose. The future looks 
bleak! Winning a war and maintaining our standards of 
health is quite a task to contemplate but it can be done 
with each and all doing his or her part daily, working, 
sharing, sacrificing and praying. 


The following is a report of health activities for 1950. ., 


7 Child Health Conferences were held with an aver- 
age attendance of 22 infants and preschools per Child 
Health Conference. All were given physical examinations 
and advice: 19 were immunized against diphtheria and 
whooping cough; 23 against tetanus and 18 vaccinated 
for smallpox. . 

In the school program, 221 children were given the 
Tuberculin Patch test. One child had a positive reaction, 
was x-rayed and found to be negative for tuberculosis. 
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The town wide immunization program resulted in 98 
children vaccinated for smallpox, 156 immunized against 
diphtheria; 108 against whooping cough and 158 against 
tetanus. The above school immunization program was 
sponsored by the town and local health officer, assisted 
by school personnel and health council members. 

The remainder of nursing time was spent in home 
visits on. problem cases and follow-up work to families 
needing help with individual problems. 

In offering service for 1951, plans will be made to fit 
the health needs of the community, always remembering 
that the country’s needs as a whole, in this distressing 
period, must have our first consideration. 

In closing, I wish to thank the entire community for 
its splendid cooperation.

COMMON SCHOOLS” 


The teaching staff is the same as last year. Mrs Ers- 
kine, Grades 7-8, Mrs. Clement--Grade 6, Mrs. Wood-- 
Grades 4-5, Mrs. Braley--Grades 2-3, Mrs. MeDonald— 
Grades 1-1A. Mrs. Libby--Woods. 

No changes in the elementary set up during the past 
year. In-service training for teachers has continued, two- 
elementary supervisors from the State Department of 
Education have worked with the teachers during the year, 
Mrs. Irene Dresser and Miss Zelda Gordon. This type of 
service has been very helpful to the teachers and they . 
have passed it on to the benefit of the pupils in their 
classes. 


HIGH SCHOOLS 


The following teachers compose the teaching staff 
this year, Mr. Erskine--Principal--Science and.Math. Mr. 
Lindquist--Social Studies, Coaching, Miss McIntyre--Eng- 
lish, French, Miss Waltz--Home Ec. Girls Coach, Mr. 
Ingalls--Agriculture. 

There have been no changes in the High School set-up 
from last year. The school library has been improved with 
the addition of many books donated by the citizens 
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through the efforts of the Civics Class under Mr. Lind- 
quist. Last fall, a teachers Institute was held ‘in Unity, one 
section. was devoted to Secondary School Problems. Mr. 
Annas and Mr. Snell from the State Dept. of Education 
led this group. 


INDUSTRIAL ARTS 


The Home Economics and Agriculture Courses have 
been continued this year with the same efficiency and 
standards as in the past. The enrollment in the Home Ec 
course has 26 girls, of whom 16 are from Unity This 
enrollment is the same as last year. Interest in this course 
seems to be holding up. There are 34 girls in school. 

Enrollment in the Agriculture Course has dropped 
off this year. A total of 18 boys out of 33 in school are 
taking Agriculture. This is a drop of 5 from last year. 13 
of these boys are from Unity.

Conclusion 


| The past year for your schools has been more or less 
‘uneventful. No changes have been made in our present 
set-up. It has been necessary to form a new grade labeled 
1-A to take care of those students who are not quite ready 
for the standard work of our grade 2. Since dropping the 
sub-primary nearly all students will have to be of neces- 
sity down graded from our former standards until they 
can catch up. It simply means that now we are trying 
to prepare them for High School in 8 years where before 
we had nine years. 

School costs have gone up during the past year by 
some 20%. Some of these costs are reflected in your bud- 
get. It is hoped that war emergency conditions with the 
. higher costs, lower subsidies and teacher shortage will 
not too seriously effect us during the next year.

In accordance with Chapter 16, Section 3 of the Re- 
vised Statutes of 1944 and at your request, the records of 
the Town of Unity have audited by the State Department 
of Audit for the period February 19, 1949 to February 
16, 1950 inclusive. 

The examination was made by Auditor M. E. Libby 
in accordance -with generally accepted auditing 
standards applicable in the circumstances, and included 
all procedures which were considered necessary. Insofar 
as could be ascertained within the scope of the examina- 
tion, the financial transactions of the Town of Unity 
appear to have been appropriately handled with such’ 
exceptions as may be noted in the accompanying Com- 
ments. 

Exhibits and Schedules incorporated in. this report 
present the result of the financial operations of the Town 
for the period designated. 

Recommendations are also offered which are believed 
to be worthy of your consideration.

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COMMENTS ~ 

An audit has been completed of the books and re- 
cords of the Town of Unity for the year ended February 
16, 1950. 
| The records maintained by the Selectmen, Treasurer, 
Tax Collector, Assessors, and Town Clerk were audited. 
The system of internal control was reviewed. Accounting 
records and other supporting evidence were examined or 
tested by methods and to the extent deemed necessary 
under the circumstances. 

It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet 
togéther with the related financial statements properly 
reflect the financial position of the Town at February 16, 
1950, and the result of its operations for the year then 
ended. 


ASSETS 
The cash balance of $2,558.85, as shown by the re- 
_cords of the Treasurer at February 16, 1950, was recon- 
ciled with the statement of the depository bank. 

._ The accounts receivable amounted to $117.11. As 
all of the items are considered to be collectable, no reserve 
for possible loss in collection has been established. 

The 1949 tax commitment of $49,025.36 together 
with supplemental taxes of $311.60 and other charges of 
$2.72 made a total charge to the Collector of $49,339.68. 
Of this amount, $44,982.68 was collected in cash, $353.68 
abated and $4,003.32 remained uncollected at the year 
end. 

Prior years’ taxes were settled in full with the excep- 
tion of $6.00, which has been set up as due from the Col- 
lector as a result of an error in addition of the Collector’s 
cash sheets. 

Tax liens totaling $1,796.82 were placed on proper- 
ties to secure unpaid 1948 real estate taxes. Liens totaling 
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$853.50 remained unredeemed at the close of the fiscal 
year. Expired tax liens in the amount of $198.00 were 
transferred to the tax acquired property account during 
the year under review. 


LIABILITIES 

It was determined that the accounts payable totaled 
$247.92 at the year end. 

The $2,500.00 special high school repairs note matur- 
ing during the year was paid by appropriation. The school 
insurance notes were reduced by $372.28, which was ap- 
\propriated for this purpose. A note for $4,300.00 was 
issued during the year, the proceeds from which were used 
to cover the cost of a fire truck and special appropriations 
for school and industrial education. The fire truck loan 
was authorized at the annual town meeting while the 
special appropriations were authorized at a special town 
meeting held December 10, 1949. 


RESERVES AND DEFICIT 

The unexpended balance of certain operating ac- 
counts, carried forward to the ensuing year, amounted to 
$3,173.61. The individual account balances are shown on 
Exhibit D. * 

The deficit account increased $76.55 during the year 
under review and totaled $688.28 at the year end. A com- 
plete analysis of the change in this account appears on 
Exhibit C. | ! 


TRUST FUNDS 
The investments of the several trust funds were ver- 
ified. It was determined that the income accruing to the 
various funds had been properly accounted for. All ex- 
penditures appeared to have been made in accordance 
with the terms of the bequests. 
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REVENUE AND EXPENDITURES 
Presented on Exhibit B is a statement of revenue and 
expenditures which reflects a net gain from operations of 
$1,351.17. This gain was transferred to the deficit account. 


GENERAL 

Corporate surety bonds in the amount of $5,000.00 
were found on file for the Tax Collector and Town Treas- 
urer. | 

The excise tax receipts for 1949, numbers 140 to 471 
-and those for 1950, numbers 1 to 176 were verified by ex- 
amination of the copies of the receipts, which were retain- 
ed by the Collector. 
| A review of the valuation records indicated the pos- 
sibility of strengthening the descriptions of some proper- 
ties. 

Overdrafts were noted in several appropriation ac- 
counts, the summary of which is shown on Exhibit D. The 
Attorney General has rendered an opinion on this point 
and it is included for the benefit of the municipal officers. 


“The municipal officers are bound by the 
terms of the articles in the warrant calling 
the meeting providing for the expenditure 
of money. The officers should not spend 
more than the taxpayers appropriated at 
town meeting, unless the statute expressly 
authorizes an expenditure in excess of the 
appropriation.” 


The provisions of Chapter 84, Section 81 of the Re- 
vised Statutes of 1944, however relate to expenditures of 
monies for highway purposes and permit overdrafts in 
cases of emergencies to the extent of 15% of the appro- 
priation. :

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PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING ANNUAL REPORT 
1951 


Time goes on; years pass; always we have health 
problems, varied according to individual families. Some 
of these problems can be solved by cooperative pooling 
of community and state resources: others need longer 
periods of time, since educating the general public to 
newer methods of improving health habits, means, in 
some cases, changing standards of living which have gone 
on over several generations. You, as community members 
and I as your public nurse, realize this is a continuous 
process of hard work, discouraging at times but well 
worth the effort expended. Cooperation from the towns- 
people has been unfailing in these past years, and in 
submitting my report for Public Health Nursing for 1951, 
I wish to thank you sincerely. It’s a pleasure to serve you. 

19 working days for Unity included home visits to 
special cases needing individual attention, school visits, 
and Child Health Conferences. 

The Child Health Conference service continues to 
be a valuable means of teaching health habits to families. 
The physical examination given teaches importance of 
regular medical attention; immunization for diphtheria, . 
whooping cough, tetanus and smallpox, not only protects 
the children, but teaches the importance of prevention of 
communicable disease. Dietary advice helps to elevate 
the nutritional standards. : . 

64 visits were made by infants and preschools to the 
6 Child Health Conferences held. 

‘Plans for 1952, if approved by the community, are 
as follows: 

1. Child Health Conferences continued. 
2. Immunization Clinic, town wide. 
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3. Typhoid immunization clinic. 
4. Audiometer hearing tests in school. 

If the town, thru the Supt. of Schools and School 
Board, are interested in planning and financing a School 
Physical Examination Program, I, as your public health 
nurse, would be very pleased to assist in this project. It 
has long seemed a needed addition to our school program.

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SCHOOL REPORT 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of the Town of Unity: 


It is with pleasure that I submit to you my first annual 
report. At this time, I wish to express my sincere thanks 
for the fine cooperation given me by the School Committee, 
the teachers and the Citizens of Unity. Good schools are 
a product of cooperation and hard work. 

We have been fortunate to have had only two changes 
in our teaching staff this year - both of these in the high 


school. Miss Pauling Page, an experienced teacher and © 


a graduate of Colby College was elected to fill the vacancy 
caused by the resignation of Miss Pauline McIntyre. Earl 
Ingalls resigned in September; Mr. Vaughn MacDonald, 
a graduate of the University of Maine, was secured as 
teacher of agriculture. 

It seems advisable to me that we do some reorganiz- 
ing in the agricultural department. Because of the small 
enrollment, Freshmen and Sophomores should take classes 


together and alternate subject matter from one year to: 


another. The same should be done with the Juniors and 
Seniors. This would free the Agriculture teacher to teach 
another subject, such as Biology or General Science. 


I also recommend that we make every effort to at- | 


tract tuition students so that our High School enrollment 
will be higher and our per pupil costs lower. 

Some children have good opportunities for home 
reading; others do not. The teacher needs to know which 
children do have these advantages in order to make better 
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provision for all the children. There are a. great many 
other similar situations which the teacher must take into 
account if she is to plan her daily program for the good of 
all. For this reason, Cumulative Records have been started 
for each child in Unity. These records contain information 
about the child - his general health, his achievement in 
school, his Intelligence Quotient, and other pertinent facts 
which the teacher needs to know so that she may better 
instruct the child. 

New report cards to allow the teacher to give a view 
of the child as she sees him, are in use this year. Because 
the parent knows much about the child that the teacher 
should ‘also know, these reports should be two-way com- 
munications. The parent should use the space provided 
on the card for such comments and to express his opinions. 
These things help make better schools for the children. 

The teachers are now supervising the playgrounds 
whenever children are playing outside. This is a necessary 
precaution for the safety of the children. 

Intelligence tests have been given to all school child- 
ren in Unity. To enable the teacher to know each child 
better, and thus aid her in planning her program to fit 
the needs of each child, it is hoped that we can have a 
thorough testing program. 

New reading books have been purchased for sub- 
primary through Grade III. The reading system for all 
other grades should be replaced and science instruction in 
all grades should be started at the earliest possible time. 
Even though these two items will require a considerable 
outlay for basic textbooks, I hope that we can accomplish 
both obiectives this vear. 

In the elementary grades it has been proposed that 
_ we donot have grades as such until the beeinning of Grade 
IV. In these Primary Grades, the children would be 
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grouped so that they could progress as fast as their abili- 
ties permitted. Some children would do the work of Pris 
mary grades in three years, other children would take 
four years. Using this plan, each child would have a better 
chance of being thoroughly prepared in the fundamentals 
before entering the fourth grade. 

Everyone, I think, is aware of the building problem 
that must be faced in Unity this year. The building com- 
mittee has made a thorough investigation of the situation 
and will submit recommendations to the voters for action. 

The proposed four room building will correct the 
present overcrowded conditions in the High School. 

In these days of stress and hurry, it is more than ever 
important that we do everything possible to protect the 
health of children. All children from the first grade 
through the high school should have from thirty to forty- 
five minutes of physical training every day. Such a pro- 
gram would be possible only by having a gymnasium 
where such classes could be adequately handled. 

Every child should have four complete physical ex- 
aminations during his school career. Each examination 
would take from twenty to thirty minutes. This might be 
done in Grades II, V, VIII and X. A school Doctor to do this 
and other medical work during the year might expect 
$150.00. After the examination there should be some way : 
provided to follow up the recommendations of the examin- 
ing physician. An additional $100.00 should be provided 
for the Public Health Nurse to do the necessary. follow-up - 
work. 

Music should be an integral part of the everyday 
school program. To provide a teacher on a half time basis 
and furnish the necessary materials, would require an 
additional $1500. in the school budget.

To the Citizens of the Town of Unity: 


This report is the first which the school committee has 
made to the citizens directly. The report is made avail- _ 
able so that the taxpayers may know the thinking of their 
elected school committee representatives on educational 
matters. School expenditures are by far the largest and 
the problems are growing. 

The Superintendent of Schools has outlined the work 
done during the past year and some of the future plans. . 
We cannot commend him too highly for his etl ors par- 
ticularly in elementary education. 

Unity’s school problems are similar to those in most 
communities. We are not satisfied with our accomplish- 
ments in recent years. A gradual change toward pro- 
gressive education, so-called, has in our opinion, weakened 
the teaching of those fundamentals which are the tools — 
of learning. The committee is working toward a revere 
of this trend. 
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Past educational policy has: permitted children to 
move steadily through the grades whether they had 
completed requirements or not. The inevitable result has 
been that many boys and girls entered high school unable 
to read with understanding, unable to do high school 
mathmetics, etc. 

The School Committee is in agreement on a policy 
which calls for ungrading the first three grades. If a child 
learns fast, he or she might enter the fourth grade at the 
end of two years, conversely the slower learning child 
might require four years. The important point, however, 
is that the basic tools --reading, writing, and arithmetic-- 
would be more completely mastered by all children before 
entering the fourth grade. It is not the intent of the com- 
mittee to hold back children more than three years in any 
event as such a practice would produce adjustment diffi- 
culties. 

The School Committee is also considering a change 
in high school advancement policy. At the present time 
students, merely by faithful attendance, can receive a 
diploma at the end of four years. It has been proposed 
that students who have completed satisfactorily the four 
year course be given a diploma as heretofore. However, 
those who have not fulfilled all credit requirements will 
receive a certificate. This appears to be necessary if the 
high school diploma is to mean anything. 

The cost of maintaining public schools is high and 
will probably be higher in the future. Teachers’ salaries 
take a major portion of the budget and the committee 
can see no immediate possibility that this item in the 
budget will level off as long as we must compete with 
other communities in hiring good teachers amidst short- 
age. | 
~ The new school subsidy law enacted by the last Leg-

islature will help Unity in meeting school costs. At the 
present time, under the provisions of the law, Unity will 
receive from the state 45 percent of the total cost of 
operating schools less certain exemptions. The first pay- 
ment under this law will be made in December 1952 
based upon our expenditures in 1949-1950. However, this 
year we will receive only 93 percent of total subsidy 
because uncertain sales tax revenue kept legislative ap- 
propriations down. Our subsidy this year will amount to 
$12,291.00. The subsidy to be paid in December, 1953 
and December, 1954 will be based upon the average of 
our school expenditures in 1950-1951 and 1951-1952. If 
the next Legislature provides full subsidy provided by law, 
Unity will receive close to $15,000.00 annually for 1953 
and 1954. 

One of the problems facing the citizens is that of 
providing space for an increasing number of pupils. The 
School Committee has hesitated to urge new building on 
the town until it became reasonably certain that school 
enrollment was showing a definite trend upward. The 
closing of two rural schools within the last ten years 
coupled with an increase in population has crowded ex- 
isting facilities. — 

Temporary relief was afforded by finishing two 


rooms in the high school building but these are now | 


crowded with 66 pupils. Next year there will probably 
be 74 pupils in these rooms with safety and health haz- 
ards greatly increased. Statistics indicate that in the 
following year there would be 80 pupils in these rooms 
if they could get in. 

Similarly, the rear room in the grade building will 
be greatly overcrowded and the teacher load will.be too 
high to accomplish the results expected for the expendi- 
tures. 
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The need for a new four room building is here. The 
new State School Building Authority Act can provide the 
financing at low cost. Because some of thelegal features of 
the act have not been clarified yet another town meeting 
will be necessary to obtain the approval of the citizens. 
A committee has been working on the cost of a four room 
building and will make a separate report. Additional 
facilities will increase operating costs by an estimated 
$800.00 plus an additional teacher unless the Woods’ 
School can be closed and pupils transported at no great 
increase in cost. Providing one teacher for 14 pupils 
is uneconomic when that teacher can easily handle 30 
and reduce teacher load in the village. 

The committee is studying the matter of increased 
high school enrollment through tuition pupils if a new 
elementary building is authorized. Facilities will exist 
for an ultimate expansion in high school enrollment to 
150 students through tuition pupils, thus increasing rev- 

enue by several thousand dollars.

In response to your request for estimate on needed 
school construction for Town of Unity we submit the fol- 
lowing report. This report has been obtained through ~ 
our own estimates after consulting nearby school building — 
committees, town officials, and reliable contractors. After 
consulting with the School Committee, Superintendent, 
and State requirements the committee figured on a build- 
ing :— 4 rooms, 56 feet wide, 93 feet long, and 12 feet 
posted, and of frame and wooden construction. 

In event the same building is added on to the present 
grammar. school the cost would be increased by about 
$4,000.00, with a net increase of only three rooms. 

Due to the time element the committee was not able 
to figure in detail the cost of adding a gym to the plans. 
However, an effort was made to obtain costs from various 
schools that had constructed gyms in the past few years 


and we submit them as a matter for consideration as — 


several citizens expressed interest in approximate cost 

of a gymnasium. They are submitted as follows: 

Monson - 100’ x 60’, cost $32,000; metal construction. . 

Princeton - 76’ x 60’, cost $17,500; wood construction. 

Freeport - 70’ x 120’, cost $50,000; laminated arch and‘ 
metal. No Plumbing. 

Brooks - Over old foundation; $15, 027; aes arch & © 
metal & Heating.

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COMMENTS 


February 16, 1950 to February 15, 1951 

An audit has been completed of the books and records 
of the Town of Unity for the year ended February 15, 
1951. The audit included an examination of the records 
maintained by the Assessors, Selectmen, Town Clerk, 
Treasurer and Tax Collector. 

The examination consisted of a review of cash trans- 
actions, also an analysis of revenues and expenditures. 
The result of the year’s operations showed that expendi- 
tures. exceeded available funds by $717.61 and is sum- 
marized as follows: 

Overdrafts $3,491.00 
Unexpended Balances 2,773.39 


Net Overdraft $717.61 


This condition was attributable to overdrafts in various 
appropriation accounts more particularly the overdrafts 
in highways and bridges account totaling $2,527.96. The 
State’s Attorney General has advised that overdrafts are 
not permitted by Statute excepting in certain instances 
where emergencies arise in highway activities and. then 
only to the extent of 15% of the highway appropriation. 

The deficit of $688.28 at the beginning of the munici- 
pal year was changed to an unappropriated surplus of 
$402.22 at the year end. This change was caused princi- 
‘pally by the payment of notes by appropriations totaling 
$4,300.00 and the issuance of a new note in the amount of 
$3,198.00, the proceeds used for state aid road construc- 
tion. Authority for this new loan was granted at a special 
town meeting. 

The examination also included verifications of ac- 
counts receivable, tax and tax lien accounts. Insurance 
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policies were listed and corporate surety bonds were 
found on file for the following officials: 

Treasurer $9,000.00 

Tax Collector $5,000.00 

Included in this report are exhibits and schedules 

pertaining to the financial status of the Town. Audit pro- 
cedures deemed appropriate were followed in the develop- 
ment of these statements. It is believed the accompanying 
balance sheet and supporting statements fairly present 
the financial position of the Town at Febraury 15, 1951 
and the result of its operations for the year then ended.

ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 


For the Year Ending December 31, 1952 


Twenty-nine nursing days have been spent in carry- 


ing out the Public Health Nursing Program. 
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Home visits to families with problems requiring 
specialized services, school visits, school immunization 
program and Child Health Conferences were included in 
the above nursing time. 

At the school immunization clinic fifty-one were vae- 
cinated against smallpox; seventy-two immunized against 
diphtheria, thirty-eight against whooping cough; and 
ninety-seven against tetanus. In January 1953, as part of 
the school program, physical examinations will be given 
to the pupils in the second, fifth and eighth grades. 
This is anew program for the town of Unity and should be 
very beneficial in pointing up defects needing correction. 

Nine Child Health Conferences were held with an 
average attendance of seventeen per conference. All in- 
fants and preschool children were given physical exams 
and advice by a pediatrician. Nine were vaccinated for 
smallpox and thirty-four immunized against diptheria, 
whooping cough and tetanus. This service is being used 
by mothers in the surrounding towns, the respective towns 
providing the necessary immunizing agents, and has 
proven so valuable that it was agreed to continue on a 
year-round basis, weather permitting. 

The shortage of nursing personnel is acute; towns 
are being reallocated at the beginning of 1953 so that all 
towns will be receiving nursing service. This service for ‘' 
a while at least, will be matained by the present nursing 
staff. It will be advisable to consider our programs 
carefully, stressing lay member participation so that your 
Public Health Nurse’s time may be spent performing 
duties for which she is trained.

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SCHOOL REPORT 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of the Town of Unity. 


It is with pleasure that I submit to you my second 
annual report. At this time I wish to express my apprecia- 
tion for the excellent cooperation given me by the School 
Committee, the teachers, the Parent-Teacher Association, 
the School Building Committee, the Board of Selectmen, 
other town officials, and the citizens of Unity. The efforts 
of all these groups have constantly been centered on 
improving the educational program for the boys and 
girls of this town. 

The Primary and Woods Schools have the same 
teaching staff as last year, namely: Prin. Agnes Wood, 
teacher in grades 8 & 4; Mrs. Cora Braley, grades 2 & 3; 
Mrs. Evelyn McDonald, grade 1; and Mrs. Frances Libby, 
all grades in the Woods School. 

At the High School Building Coach Robert Lind- 
quist, who was also made Principal this year, and Agri- 
culture Instructor Vaughn MacDonald are the only two 
teachers from last year’s staff who returned. New staff 
members are as follows: Mrs. Mary Morgan, Home Eco- 
nomics; Miss Ruth Moulton, English and French; Mr. 
Robert O’Donnell, Science and Mathmatics; Mrs. Hazel 
Warren, grades 5 & 6; and Mr. John Walden, grades 
ee. Bt 

The spirit of cooperation and the work produced 
by your teaching staff this year is outstanding. I sincerely 
hope that we may begin next year without changing our 
present faculty. 
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The hot lunches initiated by Mrs. Morgan, and 
served by the Home Economics Department, deserve 
special recognition and praise. There is a very real need 
for a hot lunch program for ALL children in Unity 
Schools. I hope that such a program may become a reality 
during the next year. 

By vote of the School Committee, the teachers of 
Unity have been released one half day each month in 
order that they might attend a teacher workshop. Since 
the last town meeting there have been seven of these 
workshops, in which teachers exchange ideas and dis- 
cuss ways of improving instruction in their own class- 
rooms. At several of these sessions consultants from the 
State Department of Education have taken part in de- 
veloping an improved school program. 

Since these sessions have produced many ideas 
which have been transferred to your classrooms and 
make for more efficient instruction and better education, 
I am convinced that these workshop sessions have been 
a good investment for all the towns of Union Number 65. 

At the request of the superintendent, the State 
Department of Education has made available the ser- 
vices of Mrs. Villa Quinn, Supervisor of Elementary Edu- 
cation for the State of Maine, to work in this area on a 


two year improvement program. Under this program °' 


Mrs. Quinn will visit eight times during the first year and 
four times during the second year any teacher who re- 
quires her help. Mrs. McDonald at the Primary School 
made such a request. Together they will discuss the 
problem of providing better education for your children 
and will plan a course of action so that their aims may be 
accomplished. . 

Two University of Maine extension courses have 
been offered in Unity during the past year, Last Spring, 
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“The Teaching of Science” and this winter, “Group 
Guidance Techniques and Materials’? have been offered — 
for the teachers of Union No. 65. More than half of the 
teachers in Unity have availed themselves of this oppor- 
tunity for further study and professional improvement. 

The addition of Home Economics for seventh and 
eighth grade girls and shop work for seventh and eighth 
grade boys has been a definite improvement to our 
school program. 

Miss Moulton has given of her free time to begin the 
study of French in the grades and Mrs. Warren has 
given of her free time to teach penmanship in the high 
school. Both of these projects have our highest praise 
and commendation for initiative, and thoughtfulness to 
the overall school program. 

The physical examination program got off to a slow 
start. Mrs. Nollett will give a full report on this project. 
I believe that provisions should be made in the budget 
for yearly dental flouride treatment for children in grades 
two, five, and eight in addition to the physical examina- 
tion program. 

+ New reading books for the upper grades have been 
purchased to complete a badly needed revision in our 
reading program. Again this year the testing program, 
whereby all children are tested so that teachers may 
- know what each child needs to develop to the fullest 
extent of his ability has been in operation. 

One of the major improvements in the over-all 
school program this year has been the addition of a 
part time music supervisor. Miss Herd has accomplished 
much in the short time she has been working with the 
boys and girls. Her plans for next year call for a start in 
instrumental music as well as continuation of vocal work. 

The idea of the high school faculty of inviting par- 
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ents to discuss pupil progress reports at the end of each 
ranking period, at the school, is another of the outstand- 
ing improvements in the operation of the school during 
the past year. The response of the parents to this idea 
proves that they are vitally interested in a better educa- 
tion for their children. 

Because we have no Junior Primary grade I believe 
we need to revise our thinking so that we do not expect 
a first or second grade child to achieve the same level of 
work as a child who has an extra year of school in a 
Junior Primary grade. The difference is esnecially 
noticeable in reading. There is already considerable evi- 
dence to show that the boys and girls of Unity need the 
Juinor Primary year of school. 

The high school building was completely redeco- 
rated on the interior during the summer, this makes up in 
part for very inadeauate lighting. 

The vote at a Special Town Meeting of the citizens 
of Unity to build a new four room elementary building 
will do much to correct overcrowded conditions and 
give the children of Unity a better educational program. 
It has been a pleasure to work with your School Building 
Committee, Harry Brown, Alton Lowell, Eric Vickery, 
W. T. Vickery and Harry Worthing. I know that all of 
you are looking forward. as I am, to next fall when we: 
will be able to occupy the new building and gain the 
advantaces of a better school program for the boys and 
girls of Unity.

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COMMENTS 
February 16, 1951 to February 15, 1952 

An audit of the books and records of the Town of 
Unity has been completed for the year ended February 15, 
1952. The audit included an examination of the records 
maintained by the Selectmen, Assessors, Treasurer, Tax 
Collector, and Town Clerk. 

The result of the audit indicates that the following 
suggestions appear worthy of consideration by the Town 
Officials: 

The Treasurer should reconcile his cash bal- 
ance with the monthly statements rendered by 
the depository bank. 

The accounting records should reflect the de- 
ductions from pay rolls for withholding taxes 
and teachers’ pensions. All pay roll deductions 
should be paid to the proper agency within the 
required period. | 

The examination consisted of a review of cash trans- 
actions as well as an analysis of revenues and expendi- 
tures. The result of the year’s operations showed that 
available funds exceeded expenditures by $2,029.64. 
However, overdrafts were noted in various appropriation 
accounts, more particularly in the snow removal, roads 
and bridges and education accounts, totaling $594.84, 
$274.65, and $726.20 respectively. Unexpended and over: 
draft balances are summerized as follows: ) 

Unexpended Balances $4.365.35 
Overdrafts | 2,30008 


Net Unexpended Balances $2,029.64 


The Department of Attorney General has advised that 
overdrafts are not permitted by statute except in certain 
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instances where emergencies arise in highway activities, 
and then only to the extent of 15% of the highway appro- 
priations. 

The records disclosed that transfers of excise tax 
monies totaled $3,000.00. These transfers were authorized 
at the annual town meeting and were for the following

A comparative statement or revenue and expendi- 
tures (Exhibit B), disclosed that for the current year, 
revenues decreased by $18,101.21, as compared with the 
previous year. Expenditures for the same period decreased 
by $12,077.93: The factors contributing to these differ- 
ences, as compared with the 1950-51 year, are summarized 
as follows:

At the year end the unappropriated surplus amounted 
to $4,040.64 or a net increase of $3,638.42, as compared 
with the preceeding year. The increase was occasioned 
principally by the excess of available funds over expendi- 
tures totaling $2,029.64 and the net reduction of approx- 
imately $1,500.00 in outstanding notes. 

It was ascertained that a note totaling $1,587.22 was 
issued during the current year for the repair of the Farwell 
Bridge. Authority was granted at the annual town meeting 
to borrow money for this purpose. 

Transactions affecting the various funds, held in 
trust by the town, were reviewed. The records disclosed 
that income earnings totaled $237.54. Expenditures 
amounted to $121.00 and the balance of the unexpended 
income amounted to $950.41 at the end of the year. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 
Count of cash was made and records were checked 
to determine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. 
The system of internal control was reviewed as pertained 
to the handling of cash and other matters of financial 
concern. Revenues and expenditures were examined by 
methods and to the extent deemed necessary. Letters of 
verification were utilized to determine the correctness of 
receivable items; also, insurance and bond coverage was 
examined. 
Included in this report are exhibits and schedules 
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pertaining to the financial status of the town. Audit pro- 
cedures were followed to the extent deemed necessary 
to develop these statements. 

It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet 
and supporting statements fairly present the financial 
position of the Town at February 15, 1952, and the result 
of its operations for the year then ended.

For the Town of Unity 
For the Year Ending December 31, 1953 


As years pass, it becomes increasingly evident that 
communities are rapidly progressing toward a realization 
of the importance of cooperation in the Health Program. 
This is proven by a more general knowledge of Public 
Health Nursing services available; the nurse’s role in 
maintaining these services; and the community’s responsi- 
bility in helping to carry out the health programs best 
fitted to its needs. 

The relationship which the town of Unity has 
developed with its Public Health Nurse proves that team- 
work is an important factor in any program, and that 
working together can be fun.

The audiometer hearing testing, with a third of 
the children showing varying degrees of hearing loss, 
closely demonstrates a need for study of this condition. 

In 1954, the monthly Child Health Conference ser- 
vices, so valuable to the community, will be continued. 
Other programs will be developed around the problems 
which arise as the year advances.

Quinn’s suggestions are being put into daily practice for 
the benefit of all the children. 


BUILDINGS: 

The people of Unity have a right to be very me of 
their new school building. 

IT have enioved working with the school building 
committee consistins of Chairman, Harry Brown, Alton — 
Lowell, Harry Worthing, Eric Vickery, and W. T. Vick- 
erv. Each one of these men has given most generously 
of his time to be sure that the citizens of Unity were 
given a building of sound construction and one that would 
require a minimum of upkeep and maintenance. 

Last year, because of lack of facilities, only five 
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teachers handled all eight grades; the new building has 
enabled us to provide seven teacheres for eight grades, 
thus giving each child more adequate instruction. 

Many changes aimed at improving have taken place 
during the past year. Some of these changes are as fol- 
lows: In the primary building floors have been newly 
finished, a factor which helps tremendously in keeping 
the building clean and attractive. Window screens at 
the high school will eliminate the cost of spraying for 
flies each spring and fall. The furnace at the high school 
has been converted from coal to oil, thus providing an 
even heat at all times and helping to eliminate wasted 
heat-from a coal fire which could not be adequately 
regulated. 

Under the direction of Mrs. Morgan the floor in the 
home economics room has been refinished. If the re- 
mainder of the floors in the high school were done it 
would improve the looks and cleanliness of the building 
to a great extent. 

Appreciation should be extended to the P. T. A. 
for work in cleaning the basement of the primary build- 
ing. Completely useless materials were taken to the 
dump; other materials of no value to the school were 
taken to the Lion’s Club auction; and, waste paper was 
given to the high school paper drive. 

Austin Cole was hired to fill the vacancy caused by 
‘the unexpected death of G. Ray Ashford. 


PROGRAM: 


Appreciation is extended to those citizens and 
organizations that have made it possible for some stu- 
dents to learn typing as an extra course. Mrs. Morgan 
has her free periods so that a few students might gain 
this extra skill during their stay at Unity High School. 

Edith Stevens has given of her time to bring art to 
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the elementary school children. The teachers, children, 
and school committee wish to extend sincere thanks for 
her efforts. 

Since a large number of students travel by bus and 
must be away from home all day, it is evident that there 
is a need for a hot lunch program. There is room enough 
in the basement of the primary building. If enough 
parents are interested in this project it can be developed 
to take care of all students who like a hot lunch at school. 


FINANCES: 


Because the Maine State Legislature did not appro- 
priate enough money to fulfill 100% payment of State 
Educational Subsidy to Towns, the Town of Unity lost 
$728.20 in State Aid. Despite this loss of money the 
school administration finished the fiscal year with a 
slight overdraft. 

The Maine Teachers’ Association is now backing 
legislation which would increase Educational State Aid 
for the Town of Unity by $4,358.20. This. might result 
in a reduction of approximately 7 mills on the local tax 
rate. Every citizen should make it his business to see the 
representative and senators from Waldo County, and urge 
them to back this legislation. 

Last year the administration finished the fiscal year ,, 
with a balance of $2,058.20, the town anvpronriated 
$19,800.00 for school maintenance, and $1,682.00 for 
Supt. and Office, total $23,540.20. This year it is neces- 
sary to ask for $31.100.00 or $7,560.00 more than last 
year. Most of this increase is necessary because of the 
teachers salary law passed by the last State of Maine 
Legislature, and because of fewer tuition students. antici- 
pated for the 1954-1955 school vear. 

In closing my third annual report I wish to express . 
my appreciation for the excellent cooperation and sup- 
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port given me by the School Committee, the Teachers, 
the Parent-Teacher Association, the School Building — 
Committee, the Board of Selectmen, other town officials 
and the citizens of Unity. It is through the efforts of all 
these groups that good schools are developed.

Audit analysis was on a basis consistant with that of 
the preceeding year, and included all procedures which 
were considered necessary. 

Insofar as could be ascertained within the scope of 
the examination, the financial transactions of the Town, 
appear to have been appropriately handled, with such 
exceptions as may be noted in the accompanying com- 
ments. 

Exhibits and Schedules incorporated in this report 
present the result of the financial operations of the Town 
for the period designated. Recommendations are also 
offered which are believed to be worthy of your considera- 
tion.

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COMMENTS 
February 16, 1952 to February 16, 1953 

An audit of the books and records of the Town of 
Unity has been completed for the municipal year ended 
February 16, 1953. The audit included an examination 
of the records maintained by the Assessors, Selectmen, 
Town Clerk, Treasurer, Tax Collector and Excise Tax 
Collector. | 

The result of the audit indicates that the following 
suggestions are worthy of consideration by the municipal 
officers: 

The treasurer should currently reconcile the 
bank balance with the cashbook balance. 
All expenditures of town funds should be 
made by check. 

The examination consisted of a review of cash trans- 
actions as well as an analysis of revenues and expendi- 
tures. The result of the year’s operations revealed that 
available funds exceeded expenditures by $3,842.72. 
However, overdrafts were noted in various appropriation 
accounts, (Exhibit. D). Unexpended and overdraft bal- 
ances are summarized as follows:

The Department of Attorney General has advised that 
overdrafts are not permitted by statute except in certain 
instances where emergencies arise in highway activities 
and then only to the extent of 15% of the appropriation. 


REVENUES AND EXPENDITURES 

A comparative statement of revenues and expendi- 
tures (Exhibit B), disclosed for the 1952 year revenues 
increased by $3,499.88 as compared with those of the 
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preceding year. Expenditures for the same period de- 
creased by $4,699.33. The factors contributing to these 
differences, as compared with the preceding year, are 
seerueean as follows:

From the ava ene titins of transactions affecting 
trust funds held in trust by the town, it was ascertained 
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that interest earned on the investments of the funds 
amounted to $255.53 for the year. Expenditures of 
income totaled $177.00 for the same period. Principals 
of the various funds totaled $10,161.73 and unexpended 
income amounted to $1,028.94 at February 16, 1953. 


GENERAL 

From the examination of the records of the town 
clerk, it was ascertained that authority was granted for 
the transfer of excise tax monies totaling $3,600.00 for 
the following purposes:

At a special town meeting held April 24, 1952, it 
was voted to authorize the selectmen to borrow $3,198.00 
to be used in conjunction with additional state aid. road 
grants. This amount is to be paid by appropriation from 
future revenue. 3 

A demand note of $3,198.00 was negotiated on 
October 27, 1952 payable with interest at 3%. This sum 
was credited to state aid construction accounts and a 
correlative amount set up in the balance sheet under 
the caption ‘“‘Deferred Appropriation’. 

At a special town meeting held June 27, 1952, it 
was voted that the town approve and enter into the 
proposed lease agreement with the Maine School Build- 
ing Authority for the purpose of financing the construc- 
tion of a new four room school building. 

| The selectmen were authorized to withdraw 
$4,300.00 from the Capital Reserve Fund, which was 
established at the annual town meeting for school pur- 
poses. This amount was to be used for financing the 
cost of the construction of a new four room school build- 
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ing. Expenditures of $2,250.00 were made, leaving a 
balance of $2,050.00 at the close of the year. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 

Count of cash was made and records were checked to 
determine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. 
The system of internal control was reviewed as pertained 
to the handling of cash and other matters of financial 
concern. Revenues and expenditures were examined by 
methods and to the extent deemed necessary. Letters of 
verification were utilized to determine the correctness 
of accounts receivable, tax and tax lien accounts. Trust 
fund transactions were reviewed and the demand de- 
posit, time deposits and government bonds representing 
the investments of the funds were examined. Insurance 
and bond coverages were examined. Excise tax collec- 
tions were verified by examination of the copies of the © 
receipts retained by the collector. 

Included in this report are exhibits and schedules 
pertaining to the financial status of the town. Audit pro- 
cedures were followed to the extent deemed necessary 
to develop these statements. 

It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet 
and supporting statements fairly present the financial 
position of the town at February 16, 19538, and the 
result of its operations for the year then ended.

Dear Chairman of Unity’s Bicentennial: 


The townspeople of Unity have established a prece- 
dent, thus it is only natural that we expect our decendants 
to celebrate the Town of Unity bi-centennial birthday 
with all the pagentry and festivity previously achieved. 
What you will do and the manner of celebrating the 
two hundredth anniversary remains to be seen, but 
you will be curious in just what way we did things in 
the middle of the twentieth century. Therefore, I am 
going to write for you an account of our sesquicentennial 
which we had in the summer of 1954, when the town 
was one hundred and fifty years old. 

Our plans got under way when we formed in Feb- 
ruary an incorporated society to plan and carry out 
the program. We held monthly meetings in the vestry 
of the Union Church, and as soon as our committees 
were selected, work commenced for the forthcoming 
celebration. These committees accomplished seemingly 
insurmountable feats, and it was their faithful persistence 
that resulted in “pay dirt” later. To them, we owe much 
-of the outstanding success of the entire venture. For one 
major obstacle always confronted us - Where were we 
going to get the funds necessary to sponsor these gala — 
days? In brief, these men and women earned by beano 
games, suppers, and solicitations the means whereby 
we financed our ambitions project. In March the Chair- 
man announced his program: a dinner on June 22nd; 
and two days for the celebration scheduled for August 
13 and 14th. We chose the latter date because the 
“thirteenth of August” had in days past, been the day 
when the G. A. R. had held their Field Day and reunions 
at Windermere Park, thus there was a link with the 
olden days which we wished to carry out. 
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June twenty-second came; the first of awaited events. 
The Womens’ Society of Christian Service had agreed to 
serve the banquet, which they carried out with supreme 
efficiency. The small vestry never appeared any better; 
the tables with their centerpieces of lemon lillies, iris, 
and peonies arranged in large ironstone tureens set off 
the snow white tables set for the one hundred guests, 
who were soon relishing the roast turkey and other 
courses. James B. Vickery, Jr. briefly spoke about the 
history of the town’s incorporation, then introduced the 
guests, the Honorable Charles Nelson, Maine Congress- 
man and Miss Elizabeth Ring, who showed colored slides 
and spoke of the history of Maine ’49ers in the Gold 
Rush. days. This was followed shortly by a supper, put on 
by the ladies of the town. The food to which our ancestors 
would have been accustomed, decorations of old pottery 
and tin, candle light, old time hospitality and the large 
attendance made it a memorable occasion. 

Despite the incliment summer weather the society 
went ahead with their plans with optimism. Rain, Rain, 
and Rain seemed to dampen the most courageous of 
spirits. We were gratified that the Maine Twin Party 
was willing to hold their annual meeting in conjunction 
with us, and we welcomed their decision whole heartedly. 

If thirteen is a lucky number, we were fortunate in 
the choice of dates; there was not a lovier week-end 
all summer. During the afternoon the class reunions 
of Unity High School offered an opportunity for many 
to renew old acquaintances. From then on the spirit of 
friendliness and hospitality reigned during the remain- 
der of the celebration. 

One of the highlights of the occasion was the Histor- 
ical Pagent written and directed by James B. Vickery. 
It was unfortunate that this event could not have been 
held out of doors, for many were turned away from the 
doors because seating capacity in the I. O. O. F. Hall 
was unable to hold the large numbers, some from out of 
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town, who desired to see this re-enactment of Unity’s 
development. The costumes were colorful. Who will 
not remember George Patterson in colonial garb, Loren 
Tinker in quaint military uniform, or Mr. Hawes in a 
most astonishing likeness of Abraham Lincoln? How 
patiently the choir practiced under Mrs. W. T. Vickery’s 
direction all summer, but how sincere and moving were 
the selections which they sang. A pageant, seems a must 
for all such occasions. 

Perhaps the following day is the one which most of 
us will remember the longest. It proved a day of days. 
Slowly all through the summer plans were materialized 
for, the big parade. All the committees cooperated to 
make this day a grand success. The decoration committee 
saw to it that the town was decked gaily in patriotic 
bunting. The stores, school buildings, postoffice, hotel, 
filling stations, and bank were all trimmed with red, 
white and blue trimmings. Even the stark telephone and 
electric poles looked festive with long streamers cam- 
-ouflaging their ugliness. There were new tarvia paved 
sidewalks as well as a recently paved main street. The 
publicity committee had worked industriously to provide 
two street-wide signs publicly announcing the Sesaqui- 
centennial Davs. The papers were full of Unity publicity. 
‘Unity was ready to roll out the red carpet. 

As the warm morning sun poured down uvon the 
picturesaue village of Unity on August fourteenth, the 
appearance of the town gleamed like a young boy freshly 
sernhbed. A cool breeze rinvled the bright banners. 
Ladies appeared dressed in the full skirts of hoon skirt 
davs, wide and billowing. Long-bearded men reminiscent 
of the Victorian era strolled along the street unmindful 
of the stares of out-of-town visitors, because this was 
the real thine, and they had auite grown used to the 
attention that they provoked. Some men too were attired 
in dress of the early nineteenth centurv, when waict- 
coats, hammer-tail coats and tight breeches were the 
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fashion. Soon several colorful floats drove to the forma- 
tion area. The minature train brought by the Maine 
Central RR was on hand. Ancient vehicles of several 
different periods (horse drawn and gasoline motivated) 
slowly assembled. How jolly everyone was. The Girl 
Scouts were on hand early to attend to duties at the 
Information Center. Then everyone started to see double 
or were they tipsy? Oh yes, the twins were here, more 
than a hundred of them. At the parade grounds excited 
activity revealed that the parade was taking shape. 

At precisely ten-thirty Frances Taylor, astride her 
prancing Palimino stallion, led the parade down its 
appointed route, followed by the stirring band of the 
New England Music Camp. Behind them came the color 
guards of Unity’s American Legion and the Waterville 
color guard. Then came the beautifully decorated floats, 
vehicles, and organizations. Those who rode in the 
parade got as much kick out of the excitement as the 
spectators who watched. Al Cole of Bangor drove his 
Tally Ho coach drawn by two span of handsome palimi- 
nos, and on top rode the officials of the town and their 
ladies. 

Following behind the Tally-Ho George Constable 
and lady drove a yoke of oxen drawing an old-fashioned 
two-wheeled ox cart. In contrast to the slow moving oxen, 
six antique automobiles of various vintages putted along 
the route; the occupants clad in linen dusters and hats 
tied on by wide-flowing scarves. The Unity Telephone 
Company were represented by a float bearing one of the 
first switch boards, as well as other telephonic equip- 
ment both ancient and modern. The Rebeckah Lodge 
had decorated a green and white float on which their 
officers appeared in flowing robes of white. Out of town 
lodges were represented by the granges of Troy and 
Thorndike. Unity High School was represented by a 
float bearing an oldfashioned district red school house, 
and by another bearing the emblems of the Future 
Farmers of America. 
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Weaving in and out of the parade and lending a 
humorous note to the occasion, James Kenney rode a 
high-wheeled bicycle always managing the balance of a 
practiced cyclist. Also the crowds admired the twelve 
purebred Arabian horses owned by J. Gordon Bates of 
Limerick, who rode at the head of his troop of skillful 
horsemen, all dressed in the exotic costume of Arabian 
shieks. Another rider who drew much attention, riding 
side saddle, was Miss Constable, who was dressed in a 
fashionable riding habit of a century ago. The Judson 
House float brought many a laugh. The float represented 
a room of the well-known Central House furnished with 
bedroom furniture, chamber pot included. While re- 
clining in the bed were two bedfellows having an up- 
roarious time. Another float of interest was the one made 
up of the cast of the Old Peabody Pew, which this cast 
have played so many times. On the float was the old 
original pew from the church and the old melodeon. 
At the end of this mile and a quarter parade came 
the out of town fire departments with the Unity Fire 
Department coming up in the rear. 

John Edgerly contributed one of the outstanding fea- 
tures of the parade; his trailer-truck hauled three sections 
of a giant pine which grew in Unity, in fact was growing 
when the town was incorporated in 1804. This great 
tree was cut a few days before the celebration on the 
Fowler Bog. The primeval pine measured nearly five 
feet at the butt and towered some one hundred and 
sixty feet into the air. It might be added that hardly a 
town in the state could have had such an original and 
wonderful exhibit. 

At noon the townspeople and visitors might eniov 
the fried chicken served bv Waldo Chick, srand master 
of the chicken barbecue. The band of the New England 
Music Camp played selections during the noon recess. 
In the afternoon the assembled throng attended the 
Maine Twin Party, and a fashion show under the direc- 
tion of Mrs. Edith Stevens. About a dozen of the ladies 
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of the village modeled the fashions of a century and a 
half. All of the costumes were authentic Those persons 
who remember the old country store really got a good 
deal of enjoyment out of visiting the restoration of one 
in Bradford’s barn. Here was exhibited everything from 
Hood’s Sasparilla to red flannels. In the Masonic Hall 
for those who were interested was an exhibition of old 
pictures, documents, and household effects that are not 
now found in the modern home. 

On Saturday night at the American havior Hall the 
society gave a Grand Ball. All through the summer a 
group numbering about seven couples practiced a few of 
the old-time country dances like the Star Quadrille and 
Boston Fancy. Virginia Farwell and Claude Besse drilled 
the couples until they had the steps down pat. At the 
beginning of the Ball they exhibited these delightful 
old dances as part of the entertainment. 

Sunday marked the close of the formal sesqui- 
centennial program. A special church service was held 
at the Union Church, where James Vickery spoke on the 
history of Unity’s churches, and Rev. Lloyd Jewett gave 
the synopsis of a sermon preached at the ordination of 
John Langdon Sibley. The celebrations were now over. 
If many of us were a little haggard and worn-out, we 
may take satisfaction from the words of an editorial 
which appeared in the Waterville Sentinel, “Unity isn’t 
a very large place, but its Sesqui-centennial which 
wound up on Sunday was a positive demonstration of 
what can be accomplished by a small group of people 
working towards a common goal.”’ 

The two day celebration was an outstanding success. 
Everyone who had participated in the program co- 
operated magnificiently. The townspeople were behind 
it one hundred per cent, and they made this occasion not 
only one of the highlights of the Maine summer, but one 
of those events memorable all the days of our lives. 

I have set down for you some of the highlights of 
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our one hundred and fiftieth anniversary. We had a 
wonderful time and much fun. It is our earnest wish 


that you have in 2004 an anniversary equal to ours of 
1954.

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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


For the Year Ending December 31, 1954 

Good Health habits like Charity “‘beginneth at 
home’”’. Individual families with health problems have the 
cooperation of the community and the Public Health 
Nursing Services to assist them. Not all problems can 
be solved. Certainly many can be helped by cooperative 
planning and individual responsibility toward carrying 
out plans. 

As I review the health work of 1954, I do not see 
merely a list of figures, but the warm and unselfish work 
done by the local physician, town and school officials, 
and members of the community as they have given of 
themselves to help others. 

Forty-five Public Health Nursing days were spent 
in Unity. 

The outstanding group activities were as follows: 
Ten Child Health Conferences totaling 155 conference 
visits; 107 physical examinations. Eight infants and 
preschool children were vaccinated against smallpox; 
39 protected against diphtheria; 37 against whooping 
cough; and 40 against tetanus. Mothers from surrounding 
towns are using this service with the respective towns 
providing the immunizing agents used for their children. 

A series of clinics for protection against ‘typhoid 
fever were held with 213 children completing the series. 

Home visiting to individuals needing special services 
has been a heavy part of the Public Health Nursing 
program this year. This is especially significant since 
the school physical examination program has been in- 
stituted. In this program, 75 pupils of the second, fifth 
and eighth grades received physical examinations, and 
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in many instances it was necessary to make home visits 
to discuss the physical findings and plans for corrections. 

In closing, may I extend my sincere thanks to you, 
and express my pleasure in serving your community as

We were very fortunate this year to have been able 
to supplement our staff of returning teachers with a 
group of instructors who so well fill our needs. New 
teachers and their positions are as follows:

Mrs. Mildred McNaughton of Brooks Grade 4 
Mrs. Ruth Hawes of Unity Grade 6 
Mr. Gerald Berry of Bingham Grades 7-8 


In spite of limited time, excellent progress in both 
vocal and instrumental music has been made at all levels, 
under the direction of Miss Regina Conroy of Pittsfield. 

Mrs. Gail Ouellette of Albion was hired to replace 
Mrs. Marybelle Morgan who resigned from the Home 
Economics Department at the end of the first semester. 

A new feature has been added in our schools this 
year. One day each week Mrs. Edith Stevens comes into 
our schools to teach art at both elementary and high 
school levels. This has received a favorable reaction 
from pupils, teachers, and parents. 

Thus far this year we have had two full-day Teacher | 
Workshop Sessions, during which teachers worked on 
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projects they might not otherwise have done; listened 
to and discussed recordings by well-known educators; 
and shared and tried to solve classroom problems of a 
local nature. A third session is in the planning stage. 

Under the direction of Mr. O’Donnell and Miss 
Hallee, work is being done to sort and reclassify the 
books in the High School Library. Good books are being 
catalogued under the Dewey Decimal System, and old 
useless books are being discarded. About fifty new 
volumes have been donated by the Unity Sesquicentennial 
Celebration Committee under the Chairmanship of Mr. 
James B. Vickery, Jr. This gift is greatly appreciated. 

- Another large gift to the school is worthy of an 
expression of gratitude. The State Department of Educa- 
tion selected Unity High School to be one of the few in 
the state to receive more than $100.00 worth of filmstrips. 
Entitled “The Pageant of American Filmstrips’’, these 
were prepared by Yale University. 

Our Mouth Health Program was continued this 
year with 71 children (including six of preschool age) 
receiving sodium fluoride treatments. At the start of 
this program in 1951, only 20% of the children had 
cavity-free mouths, while this year the total had become 
30%. This would tend to indicate that the program is 
‘helpful and should be continued. 

The possibility of adding a school lunch program, 
with lunches to be served in the basement of the Primary 
School, is being investigated by the P.T.A. There will 
be an article concerning this in the Town Warrant and 
it is worthy of consideration. A hot lunch is an essential 
part of every child’s day. The Unity Unit of the Maine 
Milk Producers’ Association had donated for our use two 
refrigerators which could be used in connection with a 
lunch program. 

Austin Cole, our janitor, has kept our buildings in ex- 
cellent repair during the past year. However, during 
the coming year, some windows in the Primary School 
Building should be replaced, and the High School Build- 
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ing should be completely rewired for fluorescent light- 
ing. 

Thirteen times during the past year, the School 
Committee has met formally to conduct school business. 
These meetings are open to any citizen who may wish 
to attend, and the date is the same evening as the Unity 
P.T.A. Meeting - at present the first Thursday of every 
month. We are currently working on a bulletin designed 
to bring together all pertinent information concerning 
school policies and the operation of the schools. This 
bulletin will be kept to date and available to the public 
at all times. 

The P.T.A. is keenly interested in the program of 
instruction currently offered in our schools. At the meet- 
ings of this organization, which deserves support of all 
citizens interested in the schools, many good discussions 
have developed with the result that excellent sugges- 
tions have been made for the improvement of our school 
program. Everyone is welcome to come to these meet- 
ings whether or not he has a child in school.

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To the Superintendent of Schools, the School Board, 
and the Citizens of Unity, Maine: | 


I hereby submit my first report as supervisor of 
public school music. 


At the outset, I would like to tell you how much I 
appreciate the fine support you have given music this 
year. Your interest is reflected by the children through- 
out the grades. Enthusiasm for music is quite important, 
for there must be enthusiasm and enjoyment before 
anything technical can be accomplished. Mr. Gordon, 
the principals, teachers, and Mr. Cole have been most 
cooperative; for this I am very grateful. 

On the present schedule, one visit is made weekly 
to each grade room. We have continued with the singing 
books already in use. It is a good series but somewhat 
lacking in music for fun. Single copies of a newer series 
have been provided for each teacher to supplement the 
regular series. Listening experiences are an essential 
part of a music program. There is need for records in 
all grades, but the situation has recently been improved 
by a donation from a music friend. Since records are 
expensive, it will probably take some time to build a 
good progressive collection. 


The seventh and eighth grade boys and girls donated ‘ 


money which they had earned toward the purchase of 
a much needed new record player for that building. One 
tone bells has been added to each grade room from 
grades two through seven-eight, as teaching aids for 
the teachers, and to provide the children with another 
opportunity for personal expression. 

An effort has been made to organize an instrumental 
group. During the first half of the year, Saturdays were 
devoted to private instrument teaching. There was not 
time for it on regular Monday visits. However, in Jan- 
uary and February, five Saturdays were spent at K. V. 
Chorous meetings. Time was taken from grade visits to 
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allow instrumental group practices. This helped to keep 
the instrumental students going, but was actually not 
good for either program. Providing time for proper 
attention everywhere is a major problem, since there is 
not enough Unity time in the weekly schedule to do 
both vocal and instrumental work. Our band has the 
following instrumentation: | 

5 trumpets, 1 tuba, 1 trombone, 2 clarinets, 2 sax- 
ophones, 1 piano. 

It is not yet the “‘sweetest music this side of heaven’, 
but we are aiming in that direction. 

Unity was again represented in the Kennebec Val- 
ley Chorus this year. Two high school students attended. 
It is expected that some students will attend the all 
State Festival Chorus in South Portland in April. A 
reply concerning applicants has not been received. 

Future plans for this school year include an element- 
ary school program and a high school spring concert. 

Music provides a stimulating opportunity for self 
expression. What other activity offers so many an 
opportunity to create and thereby gain deep personal 
satisfaction? Activities in which people participate 
willingly are at some time learned; many students learn 
with difficulty satisfaction from musical experiences. 
' Although they may have to practice many long hours, 
every bit that is gained they will have all their lives.

In accordance with Chapter 16, Section 3, Revised 
Statutes of 1944, and at your request, the records of the 
Town of Unity have been audited for the fiscal year ended 
February 16, 1954. 

The examination was made by Auditor L. J. Hann 
in accordance with generally accepted auditing stand- 
ards that pertain to municipal accounting. 

Audit analysis was on a basis consistant with that of 
the preceeding year, and included all procedures which 
were considered necessary. 

Insofar as could be ascertained within the scope of 
the examination, the financial transactions of the Town 
appear to have been appropriately handled, with such 
exceptions as may be noted in the accompanying com- 
ments. 

Exhibits and Schedules incorporated in this repori 
present the result of the financial operations of the Town 
for the period designated. Recommendations are also 
offered which are believed to be worthy of your considera- 
tion.

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COMMENTS 
February 17, 1953 to February 15, 1954 


An audit of the financial records of the Town of — 


Unity has been completed for the municipal year ended 
February 15, 1954. The audit included an examination 
of the records kept by the various town officers. 

The examination consisted of a review of cash trans- 
actions as well as an analysis of available funds and 
expenditures. The result of the years operations showed 
that available funds exceeded expenditures by $1,577. 88 
as indicated in the following summary. 

Unexpended Balances $2,819.96 
Overdrafts 1,242.08 


Net Unexpended Balances $1,577.88 


The Department of Attorney General has advised that 
overdrafts are not permitted by statute except in certain 
instances where emergencies arise in highway activities 
and then only to the extent of 15% of the highway 
appropriation. 


ASSETS | 
The cash balance of $9,813.82 was reconciled with 
a bank statement furnished by the Unity Branch of the 
Federal Trust Company, Waterville, Maine. . 
Transactions affecting accounts receivable, taxes, : 
tax liens and tax acquired property were reviewed. 
Unpaid accounts were reconciled with the balances shown 
on the records of the selectmen. 


LIABILITIES | 

The note payable of $12,000.00 represents the 
school building demand note dated October 19, 19538, 
with interest at 3%. This note was negotiated on the 
basis of a vote of the townspeople at a special town 
meeting held April 18, 1953, at which meeting the voters — 
authorized the selectmen to borrow $500.00, more or — 
less, for the new school building. 
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Accounts payable amounted to $221.51 of which 
$175.51 was set up by the selectmen as due the Unity 
School Building Committee. 

The amount of $501.60 due a governmental agency 
represented withholding tax deductions. 


AVAILABLE FUNDS AND EXPENDITURES 

An analysis of the comparative statement of avail- 
able funds revealed an increase of $17,005.47, as com- 
pared with the preceding year. Various factors contrib- 
uted to this increase, principally the issuance of notes 
and the utilization of carrying balances. 
| Expenditures for the same period increased by 
$19,270.31 which was reflected principally in educational 
accounts. This was due principally to the expenditure of 
$12,045.46 for the new school building and the first 
annual payment on the rental lease agreement with the 
Maine School Building Authority. 


RESERVES AND SURPLUS 
The examination of departmental accounts revealed 
that the net unexpended balances carried forward to 
the ensuing year totaled $533.44. 
. The unappropriated surplus amounted to $2,689.20, 
a decrease of $10,419.08 for the year. This decrease 
was occasioned principally by notes issued totaling 
$12,000.00 less the excess of available funds over expend- 
itures of $1,577.88. 


TRUST FUNDS 
The examination of funds held in trust by the town 
revealed that fund principals of $10,161.73 and unex- 
pended income of $1,039.54 were represented principally 
by investments of $7,000.00 in U. S. Treasury Bonds and 
bank time and demand deposits of $3,724.67 and $411.81 
respectively. 


GENERAL 
The records of the town clerk revealed that transfers 
of excise tax funds to various accounts were authorized 
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by the townspeople. A payment of $175.51 from excise 
taxes to the Unity School Building committee was author- 
ized by the selectmen. 

Attention is directed to Chapter 19, Section 45 of 
the Revised Statutes of 1944 which provides that excise 
tax collections shall be deposited monthly with the town 
treasurer. 

It is suggested that consideration be given to bonding 
the collector of excise taxes. 

The Town of Unity has entered into a rental contract 
with the Maine School Building Authority for the con- 
struction of a new school building. Bonds issued by the 
Maine School Building Authority in the amount of 
$34,000.00 are to be retired from rental paid by the town 
in the amount of $1,700.00 annually, plus interest. The 
agreement also requires the town to pay for insurance 
coverage and a proportionate part of the administrative 
cost incurred by the Authority. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 
Count of cash was made and records were checked 
to determine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. 
The system of internal control was reviewed as pertained 
to the handling of cash and other matters of financial 
concern. Available funds and expenditures were ex- 
amined by methods and to the extent deemed necessary. 


Vouchers and cancelled checks substantiating expendi- , — 


tures for a selected period were test checked with no 
exceptions noted. Letters of verification were utilized 
to determine the correctness of tax and tax lien accounts 
and notes payable. The general fund, trust fund and 
capital reserve fund transactions were reviewed and 
demand deposits and U. S. Treasury bonds representing 
the investment of these funds were examined. Excise tax 
collections were verified by examination of the copies of 
the receipts retained by the collector. 

Included in this report are exhibits and schedules 
pertaining to the financial status of the town. Audit 
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procedures were followed to the extent deemed necessary 
to develop these statements. 

It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet 
and supporting statements fairly present the financial 
position of the town at February 15, 1954, and the result 
of its operations for the year then ended.
